PARIS—A special session of both 


houses of tho American 
congress 


probably will bo called to assemble 
about the middle of May, tho date 
when President Wilson hopes to re- 
turn to tha United States. 


It is possible that if the treaty of 


peace is sufficiently advanced, a spe-i 
cial session of the senate, may., bo 
called earlier to afford it opportunity 
to dpal with this subject before be- 
ir.g called upon to direct its atten- 
tion to financial 
• affairs. 


It ifi held to be unnecessary for 


President Wilson to be in Washing- 
ton whan the call for a special ses- 
sion is issued, for this may bo cabled 
in advance of his departure 
from 


France. Mr. Wilson, however, has 
roachod no decision regarding the 
question and is reserving the shap- 
ing of hia course of action until he 
has a more definite idea of the date 
of his return to America. 


Tho president is also keeping in 


touch with sentiment in the United 
States toward a leaguo of nations. 
If tha situation appears to him to 
demand such action, it is not un- 
likely that ho will make an extended 
speaking tour presenting his view 
of the issue directly to the voters 
Jn tho states whoso senators are 
opposed to tho ratification 
of the 


laaguo plan.

But it is to be hoped'that some 
strong men will keep their heads and try to lead the people 
out of the wilderness of discontent. This can only be done 
by recognizing- that our citizens have serious grievances 
which must be met in a spirit of frank helpfulness that bears 
with it no odor of the.settlement or the soup-kitchen.
